Two' Thousaid Rose Beetles In 
One 
Day Said to Be Not a Menu 
Beyond Her Capacity. 


Two thousand rose beetles In one 
day were on the menu of a lien grouse 
which was experimented with at Clark 
university at Worcester, Mass., and 
which Prof. Hugh Findlay told about 
in u lecture on “Useful Rirds in o u r 
Cardens and Orchards/' given recently 
at the New York Botanical gardens, 
Bronx park. 
Professor Findlay, who 
is horticulturist in the department of 
agriculture at Columbia university, has 
spent several years in central New 
York and 
the New England states 
studying the habits of birds during 
the nesting season.

photographed 
some

birds in their natural haunts, and from 
these 
photographs 
has 
developed 
slides which he has colored with Jap ­ 
anese transparent dyes.
